Germany Demands Apology 
and 8900, 000 7 Cash.

ORIGINAL CLAIM cur $40,000 


ENGLAND WANTS APOLOGY AND 
ONLY $40,000 IN CASH. 


This Is $300,000 Less Than It Orig- 
inally Demanded and It Is Be- 
lieved President Castro Will 
Raise Money. 


Special to the Post-Diepaich. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Here is what 
the allies demand of Venezuela before sub- 
mitting their case to arbitration at The 
Hague: 

Germany wants an apology for the in- 
sults to the German flag and $300,000 in 
cash. This is $40,000 less than she orig- 
inally demanded. 

Great Britain waives an apology and de- 
mands only $40,000 cash, a reduotion of 
$300,000 from her first claim. 

It had been hoped that the allies would 
not insist on cash payments before sign- 
ing the preliminary protocol lest this might 
delay the raising of the blockade, but, as 
the claims for which immediate settlement 
is demanded have been cut, it is thought 
that Venezuela will raise the money. 
The allies have been notified that their 
acceptance of arbitration and their terms 
have been forwarded to Venesuela. 

The notifications admit that the United 
States will do all it can to aid in arrang- 
ing the protocol by transmitting messages 
to Venezuela. 

It is expected that Castro will t 

to apologize and pay the cash 3 
as above stated, as he is anxious for peace 
and the revolutionists are pressing him 
closer every day. 
After the protocol is signed and the block- 
ade lifted, the allies’ representatives will 
return to Caracas, and it is supposed ar- 
ranged with ee Castro a basis of 
parbitration. 

It ts got thought that Mr. Bowen would

story stolen from the history of Missouri's 
bandit days. 
Two men robbed the etc. One, an ex- 
pert safe blower, worked inside the hank 
building. His companion terrorized the 
town and held 20 men at bay. 

The safe-blower used a bar of laundry 
soap und some nitro-glycerine. In nine 
minutes he blew open the vault and a 
“burgiar proof safe.“ 

Meantime his companion stood on the 
public square, with his bank against the 
door of the county jail end shot at every 
man who attempted to raise a window cr 
open a door. He cowed the town. 

When his pal inside the bank had looted 
the safe and placed the money ir a meal 
bag, he joined the guard and the two men 
walked leisurely east on Church street and 
disappeared, 

Ten minutes later the town was aroused 
amd Sheriff Thomas Burch told of the rob- 
bery. No effort was made to follow the 
thieves. Mr. Burch said Sunday that he 
had been ill for the past week. 

A aha ,$800 is offered for the arrest 
of the Pinkerton detectives are 
on the trail of the robbers, but are work- 
ing without a tangible clew. 

The assertion of Joseph Soph that he met 
and talked with a pal of Jessie James and 
a former member of Quantrill’s band in 
Union last Thursday, has had a soothing 
influence on the townsmen who otherwise 
might be ambitious to earn the reward of- 
fered for the robbers’ apprehension. 

More than 50 empty 4 Colt revolver cart- 
ridges found on the street after the robbery 
indicate that the men are prepared to 
‘fight. 

Most of the townsmen think the thieves 
are hiding near Iron Hill, on the Frisco 
railroad, eight miles from Union, but 
there is not much talk of an energetic pur- 
suit. The people treated the robbery jocu- 
larly. 

One man summed up the story in an epi- 

m: 

“The robbers blew the vault, blew the 
safe, blew out of town and got enough 
money to blow themselves, he said.

In an editorial article which is exceedingly uncomplimentary 
to ex-Gov. Stone from the standpoint of qualifications for the 
office of United States Senator the Republic this morning thus 
defends his work as a lobby d agent of corporations for 
the control of the state go t: 

The allegations agains

tion. There is no charge th... he used Gorrupt means in 
behalf of his clients. There is no charge that he did any- 
thing which any lawyer in good standing might not have 
done without incurring professional criticiam. There is 
no charge that he did not conscientiously, as an advo- 
cate, believe that the causes he represented were just 
ones. 

What the Republic says is not charged against ex-Gov. Stone 
constitutes the essence of the charge that he is unfit to represent 
the State of Missouri in the United States Senate, or in any 
other office of trust and honor. The main charge is that his 
conduct in influencing legislation and governmental, action in the 
dual role of political leader and attorney for fees, regardless of 
the public welfare, was improper. That neither an attorney nor 
a political leader is justified in doing work of that kind. 
Was it proper as an attorney and as a party leader for ex-
